A very remarkable incident occurred in 
Connecticut tho other day which d»x*s not 
look far from offering a premium for 
murder.

There is a radical difference in the sys­ 
tems of Schurz and Kirkwood in ap­ 
pointing cleaks for flu* Interior depart­ 
ment.

Com­ 
missioner Bentley, of Hie pension office, 
thinks this system will demoralize the 
public service aud do an injustice to 
those who

faithful in the departments, as new clerks 
will be appointed over them iii many in­ 
stances. Under the “examining" system 
young men fresh from school would 
pass the so-called examination by ans­ 
wering certain difficult questions, when a 
practical business man who knew ten 
times more than the school graduate, 
would fail. The best way to prove a 
man s capacity for certain work is to try 
him well, by putting him directly at it, 
and if he fails let some one else take his 
place. We believe that Secretary Kirk­ 
wood’s system is founded on common 
sense and justice.

THE FUNERAL OF T H E LATE SENATOR 
CARPENTER. 
All that was mortal of Matthew Hale 
Carpenter was laid at home in the Forest 
Home cemetery at Milwaukee on Sun­ 
day. His death took from Wisconsin the 
greatest and the brightest man that ever 
lived iii the State, and the bar of the Un­ 
ited Stites, in that death, has lost the 
most brilliant aud honorable member 
since the days of Rufus Choate. The 
funeral was tile largest ever seen in Wis­ 
consin, and excepting those of Lincoln, 
Douglass and Thomas IL Bouton, it was 
the most imposing ever seen in the West. 
FuH particulars regarding the scenes in 
Milwaukee, the speech of Senator Conk­ 
in g in passing the remains over to the 
State authorities, the response of Gov­ 
ernor Smith, tile body In iug in state, and 
the final services on Sunday, will be 
found in our telegraphic columns. 
The career of Matthew H. Carpenter 
has been a remarkable one, and is well 
worth a study. He will take rank in his­ 
tory as one of the finest lawyers of the 
laud, aud as one of the most distinguish­ 
ed Senators of Hie Unite*I States. He 
may not have had the solid statesman­ 
ship of Webster, nor the remarkable elo­ 
quence of Clay, neither may he have had 
the powerful logic of Calhoun, but he 
was nevertheless one of the must d*.stiu* 
guished mea of lits day. lie may have 
been tao indei»entlent t » become a popu­

man,

M il w a u k e e, April 9.—Milwaukee has 
been in mourning to-day. .The day rose 
peaceful, unclouded, and bright, and 
with that solemn sense of quietude and 
calmness which the people who are in 
any way superstitious generally associate 
with momentous impending events. At 
a comparatively early hour in the morn­ 
ing Hags could be discerned Hying at 
half-mast in various portions of the city, 
aud towards noon a blur through East 
Water, Clinton, Reed, and West Water 
streets, Grand avenue, Wisconsin and 
many other of tho leading public thor­ 
oughfares 
aud 
commercial 
centers 
showed every evidence of the profound 
interest with which the demise of our 
eminent statesman has inspired the resi­ 
dents of the city. 
About I o’clock the various military 
organizations began to assemble and 
form in line on Broadway, iu the presence 
of hundreds of interested spectators. 
From all points of the city anxious 
crowds began to set in shortly after the 
noon hour tolled towards the depot, and 
loug before the special train bearing the 
cortege arrived the vicinity of the depot 
was practically impassable. From the 
summits of public aud private buildings 
un ever extending line of Hags at half- 
mast began to be displayed, as well as 
from tile shipping moored at anchor in 
tile river. A vast multitude of people 
was assembled on both sides of Broadway 
aud overflowed into Wisconsin street, 
both cast and west) aud on both sides of 
the street 
Long before the time at 
which the train bearing the funeral cor­ 
tege was due, the Union 
depot on 
Reed street was the center of attraction 
to a large number of people, aud at one 
o’clock the throng aroimd the building 
was so large that it was with difficulty 
that a circuit of the platform could be 
made. The whole arca around the depot 
was a sea of faces so closely crowded to­ 
gether that it was almost impossible to 
move in any direction. On the outer edge 
appeared the line of showily-caparisoned 
horses, impatient of control, aud champ­ 
ing their bits till their dark frontals were 
flecked with foam, and still further !>e- 
youd the blue coats aud glittering decor­ 
ations of the infantry. On every balcony 
and at every casement appeared the faces 
and forms of sjiecfcators, while all around 
liuihlierleMi flags at half-mast flouted 


droopingly, as though the dumb objects, 
inert, yet symbolic of the greatest coml 
try of the universe, were aware of the 
general sorrow’ that was visible in every 
face of the vast concourse. 
At 2:15 o'clock p. in. the special funer­ 
al train moved in at the Union depot, aud 
very promptly the cars were discharged 
of their burdens. Tile casket containing 
the do;uI Senator’s body was by a detail 
of policemen tenderly transferred to the 
hearse iii waiting, aud with very’ slight 
delay I»eeause of the commendable care 
for all details of the march taken by Mar­ 
shal Hincks aud his aides, tile funeral 
cortege, made up cli idly by those who 
came by train and the local militia or­ 
ganization, which attended for escort 
linty, started on its slow’ march to the 
court house, where until 
to-morro*1 
afternoon the boily is to lie in state. 
At the court house the arrival of the 
body aud accompanying concourse gave 
a first opportunity to those who thronged 
the edifice to witness the tasteful funeral 
ornamentation which had been made in 
the interior of the edifice. Over 2,000 
yards of cloth were used in the draping, 
and the effect was very imposing. Flags 
are swung over the entrance, and iii 
the 
centre 
is 
a 
raised 
dais 
of 
some twelve feet iii length by eight feet 
in width, covered with blue black vel­ 
vet, for the reception of the casket. The 
formal transfer of the custody of the 
dead senator’s body from the congres­ 
sional committee to the Wisconsin and 
Milwaukee officials occurred tins after­ 
noon at 3:30 o’clock. The ceremonial 
aud addresses were brief, aud a guard of 
honor was then placed iii charge of the 
casket, to continue on duty through the 
night aud up to tho hour of the funeral 
to-morrow afternoon. 
Senator Doubling, iii delivering the 
body to Governor Smith, spoke as fol­ 
lows: 
G overnor: We are deputized by the 
Senate of the United States to bring 
back the ashes of Wisconsin’s illustrious 
son, anil reverently and tenderly return 
them to the great commonwealth he 
served so faithfully aud loved so well. 
To Wisconsin the pale and sacred clay 
belongs, but the memory aud tin* fame of 
Matthew Hale Carpenter are the nation’s 
treasures, aud long will the sisterhood of 
states mourn the bereavement which 
bows all hearts to-day. 
Governor Smith responded its follows: 
Mu. C hairm an and G e n tle m e n |o f t h e 
C o n g r e ssio n a l C om m ittee; 
As the re­ 
presentatives of the people of Wisconsin 
we accept the mortal remains of our gift­ 
ed and well-beloved friend, aud to-mor­ 
row we will bear them to their final rest­ 
ing-place in the beautiful cemetery adju­ 
te this city, which was his home for so 
many years. We beg you to accept our 
most sincere thanks for the courteous 
consideration you have shown to the peo­ 
ple of Wisconsin iii the action had by 
i>oth Houses of Congress in respect to 
the memory of the illiLstrious dead, and 
iii coming hither accompanying his sor­ 
rowing family ujmhi this sad mission. 
We are very much gratified to know 
that you will reman with us to assist in 
iii the lust rites connected with the burial 
of our honored dead. Von will thus wit­ 
ness for yourselves tho estimation in 
winch your late associate was held Is his 
immediate neighbors aud fellow-citizens. 
Gentlemen, again we thank you, and 
tender to you assurances of our appre­ 
ciation of your kind offices to our deceas­ 
ed friend, w h o se remains we now receive 
from your considerate care.

M ilw aukee, April IO.—The funeral of 
Hie late Senator Carpenter to-day was 
the largest aud most imposing known in 
Milwaukee for many years. As early as 
Ct o’clock this morning people l>eg&u ar­ 
riving at the court house, where the re­ 
mains have been lying in state since their 
arrival yesterday, aud before IO o’clock 
the rotunda of tho building was filled 
with a surging mass of humanity, all ac­ 
tuated by the same desire which forced 
people to silently steal in during the 
still, lonesome hours of the night and 
express their grief and sorrow, for the 
guard of lienor reported that visitors had 
viewed the remains at intervals duftiig 
the entire night. After the churches 
were dismissed the crowds that had been 
attending Palm Sunday services immedi­ 
ately proceeded to the court house, 
and 
it 
became 
almost 
impossi 
hie 
to 
move 
about 
in 
any 
direction. No disposition to make things 
disagreeable was at all noticeable, aud 
the crowd rn a very orderly manner pass­ 
ed from one entrance to the other, w hisp­ 
ering to one another their condolence and 
grief. During the morning hours a num­ 
ber of Horal offerings were sent in, aud, 
with those which already ornamented 
the casket, made the air redolent with 
their perfumes. 
As early as 1:30 o’clock the societies 
and others who were to take part in the 
demonstration 
commenced 
to gather 
about the Court-House. At 1:45 the 
doors of the building were closed, and 
many people were disappointed at not 
being able to get a glimpse of what they 
most desired. It was estimated that as 
many as 35,000 people passed through 
the 
building 
between 
the 
hours 
of 
G 
o’clock 
a. 
rn. 
and 2 p. rn. At the time tho doors were 
closed an immense concourse of people 
hail gathered about the building aud en­ 
tirely blockaded the streets in every di­ 
rection. On Jefferson street from Wis­ 
consin to Martin there was an unbroken 
mass of humanity, and the military aud 
other organizations only made their way 
through with the 
greatest difficulty. 
Among the first to arrive of the military 
organizations 
was 
the Light Horse 
Squadron, and they arranged themselves 
immediately opposite the west entrance 
of the court house, in order to at once 
assume their position as the guard of 
junior about the hearse, when that vehi­ 
cle was really to depart for the cemetery. 
They were shortly followed by the fol­ 
lowing companies, which arranged them­ 
selves in the order named: 
Clauder’s 
Band, Sheridan 
Guards, South Side 
Turner Rifles, Milwaukee Cadets, Uni­ 
formed Patriarchs, and the Knights o f 
S t Patrick. The members of the Com­ 
mon Council gathered in the city clerk’s 
office, aud the members of the State Sen­ 
ate and Legislature, tho State officers, 
and members of the supreme court were 
lasted 
on tho 
north 
side of the 
Lmilding. 
When 
the 
time arrived 
’or Hie removal of the remains to the 
marse, a cordon of judice, under com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Dow. cleared a j»as- 
snge from the west entrance of the court 
'louse to the edge of tho sidewalk, and 
the hearse was brought to its position 
iud placed to receive the casket. The 
Light Horse Squadron had succeeded in 
keeping a space open along the point, 
wnich was occupied by General Hicks 
and his staff, together with the carnages 
containing the mourners aud clergy. The 


hearse was draw n by four white horses 
cajiarisoned in harness trimmed with sil­ 
ver and covered with heavy black nets. 
At the proper moment the floral tributes 
were removed aud the detail of police 
lifted the remains 
from their resting 
place and bore them to Hie hearse. The 
procession then formed on 
Jefferson 
street and moved southerly to Wisconsin 
street, westerly on Wisconsin street to 
Broadway, southerly on Broadway to 
Lake street, westerly on Lake street to 
Clinton, southerly on Clinton to Florida, 
westerly on Florida to Grove, southerly 
on Grove street to National avenue, 
westerly on National avenue to Seventh 
avenue, southerly on Seventh avenue to 
Mitchell street to Forest Home avenue, 
and on Forest Home avenue to the ceme­ 
tery. All companies on foot were dis­ 
missed on National avenue, at the corner 
of Sixth avenue.

Immediately houses began to fall. Wild 
shrieks were heard on every side. Then 
followed an awful silence of some min­ 
utes.

In the thirty four carriages that follow­ 
ed wx*re the officers of State, the commit­ 
tees of the State Legislature, the Bar as­ 
sociation, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Merchants’ Association, and officers of 
the city aud county.

W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Aj>ril 9.—A warm 
friend of Mr. Conkling said yesterday 
that, from the best information he had 
I ieee abit; to obtain, only two Democratic 
Senators have thus far committed them­ 
selves to vote against Robertson's con­ 
firmation. H e, named Senator Ransom, 
of North Carolina, aud Senator Groome, 
of Maryland. When the vote was taken 
upon General Merritt’s nomination iii 
nomination in February, 1879, Mr. Conk­ 
ing secured the help of S e n a to rs Cock­ 
rell, Eaton, Garland, McDonald, and 
Voorhees, Democrats, aud David Davis, 
Independent, 
in 
his 
attempt 
to 
defeat General Merritt. The vote on 
that occasion was 34 to 21, so that eight­ 
een Republicans were recorded iii the 
negative. Eleven of them are not now 
members of the Senate. Of the thirteen 
Rejmblicans who voted in the affirmative, 
eight—Burnside, Cameron of Wisconsin. 
D awes, Ferry, Hoar, McMillan, Morrill, 
and Saunders—are still members of the 
Senate. 
There is no reason to believe that any 
one of these would vote against Judge 
Robertson, and they would, in all proba­ 
bility, be reinforced by the votes of Sen­ 
ators Blair, Conger, Edgerton, Frye, 
Hale, 
Harrison, 
Hawley, 
Hill 
of 
Colorado, McDill, 
Miller, 
Platt 
of 
Connecticut, Sawyer, Sewell, Sherman, 
Van Wyck and perhaps some others. 
“Senatorial courtesy” does not generally 
weigh so heavily with new Senators as it 
does with those who have been years in 
senatorial service. 
Senator Conkling 
certainly cannot make a more bitter fight 
against Judge Robertson than he did 
against General Merritt, aud then he was 
beaten by nine votes. There are many 
reasons to believe that Mr. Conkling 
cannot muster as many votes now against 
a strong nomination made by President 
Garfield, as he did two years ago against 
a nomination perhaps equally . strong 
made by President Hayes. 


THE EARTHQUAKE.. 


B etw een 6.000 and 7,000 [People H i l ­ 
led Last Monday at Melo—Confirma­ 
tion of th e T errible A ccident from 
the S tricken late. 
Scio, April 9—A medical commission 
is now sitting to consider the expediency 
of covering the rubbish in the fortress 
with earth, as there is no hope of saving 
any lives, aud tho disinterment of the 
dead might produce epidemic. It is now 
believed that throughout the whole is­ 
land wiiich contained 70,(XX) inhabitants, 
0,000 or 7,000 were killed and 25 per cent 
of tho survivors wounded. Tho French, 
British, Uuited States and Austrian gun 
vessels in the harbor are doing all in 
their power to assist the authorities iii 
tho work of relief. 
Only ten of the inhabitants of Chesme 
were killed, but there are many houses 
in ruins and 30,000 people are without 
shelter. 
A correspondent at Scio telegraphs, un­ 
der date of the 7th, as follows: “ I have 
just arrived here from Constantinople, 
aud I find a picture of desolation such as 
is rarely witnessed. The town looked as 
if it had been terribly bombarded. Hun­ 
dreds of houses are transformed into a 
shapeless mass of ruins, under which lie 
buried an unknown number of victims. 
A majority of Hie remaining houses are 
already cracked and roofless, and may 
fall at auy moment. Nearly every build­ 
ing in the town suffered more or less. 
The inhabitants wander about, anxious 
to search for missing relatives or lost 
property, but afraid to risk their lives in 
the perilous work of clearing away the 
rubbish. Many who are willing to ex- 
l>ose themselves to danger are prevented 
jy friends or by the police. Fear, grief, 
and despair are depicted on nearly every 
face. Nearly all have some sad or tragic 
tale to tell. The first shock was felt Snn-

C h ica g o, April 9—During an interest­ 
ing conversation lately, with a large fruit 
grower from Delaware, he informed your 
correspondent that out of 10,000 peach 
trees, he cannot find a live bud among 
the number, and he thinks that no peach­ 
es of any account will be raised the pres­ 
ent season. He says that rn former years 
the trees were generally blown from 
March 28th to April 5th, but the present 
spring show no signs of budding, what­ 
ever. 
The raspberry and blackberry 
crops, he thinks they also will prove en­ 
tire failures. He had been along the 
Hudson river, and through Maryland, 
hut could not find any fruit grower that 
would admit anything contrary to his 
impressions. He said that probably he 
was frightened mmecessanally iu regard 
to the condition of affairs, respecting the 
condition of the peach crop especially, 
but as he had raised this fruit as a spec­ 
ialty for a number of years, he had gave 
apprehensions as to the result of the sea­ 
son.

A Strange Story of a Sea Cap­ 
tain, 
Captain J. Niven, of Thorntown, In­ 
diana, is a grandson of Sir Hugh Niven, 
of England, but his older brother got 
the patrimony 
and John defiantly 
shipped before the mast. After many 
j ears he rose to be master of his vessel, 
the Ramsey, aud the famous mission­ 
ary Adoniram Judson w'ent to India 
with him. 
Under his ministrations 
Niven was converted and baptized in 
(Rangoon, Hindoostan. Soon afterward 
the ship was struck by lightning and 
destroyed. 
Niven made his escape to 
England, where in 1846 he was en­ 
trusted with the ship Earl of Englanton, 
built on the Earl’s estate and sent by 
him on her first voyage to the United 
States. He was beset bvT a terrible 
storm oil' Nantucket Island, and after 
beating about all day and night in a 
dense fog, went ashore at Tom N’ever’s 
Head. Two boats containing four men 
each were lowbred. The Captain or­ 
dered that they be not launched until 
they saw how bad the breakers were, 
disobeyed him, and six ofj the 
ere lost. The islanders had 
now' arrived. The breakers drowned 
their voices, but they chalked on the 
tail-board of a cart, 44 Stay aboard,” 
and then, 44 Fling off an oar.” The 
Captain followed these directions ; the 
oar, with a line tied to it, was 
cast off and caught with a fish 
drail, and, bjr that means, a cable w'os 
rigged from the mast-head to tho rocks, 
with a horse’s hatncs on it, in which 
the men slid safely ashore. Captain 
Niven was the last man to leave tho 
wreck, when the hames broke and ho w'as 
flung into the sea. The islanders at once 
formed a line bj' holding hands and 
sprang into the breakers after him, thus 
bringing him to land. When he heard 
that his six men were lost, lie w'as tem- 
jjorarily deranged and jumped again 
into the boiling waters. 
Again they 
rescued him and put him into custodj7.

He returned to Great Britain, 
where his friends again fitted him out, 
and he started a whaling voyage in the 
Pacific. There again his vessel went 
to pieces in a simoon and he returned, 
disconsolate, to Nantucket.

These maj' be summed up in 
brief as follow's: 
1. Construct your house good and 
warm, so as to avoid damp floors, and 
afford a flood of sunlight. 
Sunshine is 
better than medicine. 
2. Provide a dusting and scratching 
place where you can bury wheat and 
corn and thus induce the fowls to take 
needful exercise. 
3. Provide j ourself w ith som e good 
healthy chickens, none to be over tnrce 
or four Y ears old, giving one cock to 
very tw elve hens. 
4. Give plentj' of fresh air at all times 
of the year, especially in summer. 
5. Give plentj' of fresh water daily, 
and never allow the fow'ls to go thirsty. 
6. Feed them systematically, two or 
three times a dajr and scatter the food 
so thej' can’t eat too fast or without 
proper exercise. Do not feed more 
than thej' will eat up clean, or they will 
get tired of that kind of feed. 
7. GiY'c them a variety of both dry 
and cooked food: a mixture of cooked 
meal and vegetables is an excellent 
thing for their morning meal. 
8. Give soft feed in the morning, and 
the whole grain at night, except a little 
wheat or cracked corn placed in the 
scratching place to give them exercise 
during tile day. 
9. Above all things keep the hen 
house clean and well ventilated. 
10. Do not crowd too many in one 
house. 
If j'ou do look out for disease. 
11. Use carbolic powder in the dust- 
ng bins occasionally to destroy lice. 
12. Wash your roosts and bottom cf 
laj ing nests and whitewash once a week 
in summer, and once a month in Yvinter. 
13. Let the old and j'oung have as 
large a range as possible—the larger 
the better. 
14. Don’t breed too many kinds of 
fow ls at the same time, unless you are 
going into the business. Three or four 
will give jour hands full. 
15. Introduce new blood into your 
stock every year or so, by either buying 
a cockerel or sittings of eggs from some 
reliable breeder. 
16. In buying birds or eggs, go to 
some reliable breeder who has his rep­ 
utation at stake. You may have to pay 
a little more for birds, but you cam de­ 
pend on what you get. 
Culls are 
not cheep at any price. 
17. Save the birds for next year’* 
breeding and send the others to market. 
In shipping fancy poultry to market 
aend it dressed.— Rural Nebraska.

The Graild Canon of the Gunnison, 
which begins onlj' a short distance from 
town, is equal in grandeur and wildness 
of scenery to the Canon of the Colorado, 
and throws the Canon of the Arkansas 
into the shade. It is upwards of forty 
miles long, and the mountains rise on 
either side to the height of upwards of 
5,000 feet. As jret, the trout alone 
traverse the cleft mountain pass. The 
quickest way to send or get a dispatch, 
from the outside world is via Lake City/ 
The time consumed between Lake City 
and Gunnison is one stage, or twelve 
hours, while a dispatch from South 
Arkansas requires five days to reach 
here, as it follows the present very cir­ 
cuitous mail route, and takes the back 
track to Pueblo, thcuce to Alamosa, 
Lake City and Gunnison, over 300 miles 
out of a direct route. Thus, a dispatch 
sent from Denver to Gunnison via South 
Arkansas would take two days longer 
to reach its destination than would a 
letter 
from the same point.

Denver & Rio Grande Railroad peo­ 
ple say they will be in Gunnison before 
the snow of this year covers the prairie.

Small Fanning iii the South. 
The phrase “ small farming,” used of 
the South, crops out in directions curi­ 
ous enough to one unacquainted with 
the special economies and relations of 
existence in that part of our country. 
While large farming in the South means 
exclusive cotton-growing—as it means 
in the West exclusive wheat-growing or 
exclusive corn-growing—small farming 
means diversified farm-products; and a 
special result of the Southern conditions 
of agriculture has brought about a still 
more special sense of the word, so that 
in Georgia, for example, the term 
“ small farmer” brings up to every na­ 
tive mind the idea of a farmer who, be­ 
sides his cotton crop, raises corn enough 
to “ do” him. 
Rut again, tile inci­ 
dents hinging upon this apparently sim­ 
ple matter of making corn enough to do 
him are so numerous as, in turn, to 
render them the distinctive feature of 
small farming. Small farming means, 
in short, meat aud bread for which 
there are no notes in bank; pigs foil 
with home-made com and growing 
of themselves while the corn and cotton 
were being tended; yarn spun, stock­ 
ings knit, butter made and sold (instead 
of bought); eggs, chickens, peaches, 
water-melons, the four extra sheep and 
a little wool, two calves and a beef—all 
to sell every' year, besides a colt who is 
now suddenly become, all of himself, a 
good, serviceable horse; the four oxen, 
who are as good as gifts made by the 
grass, and a hundred other items, all 
representing income from a hundred 
sources to the small farmer, which 
equally represent outgo to the large 
farmer—items, too, s c a r c e ly a p p e a r in g 
at all on the expense side of the strict­ 
est account-boofc, because they are eith­ 
er products of odd moments which, if 
not so applied, would not have been at 
all applied, or products of natural ani­ 
mal growth, and grass at nothing aton. 
All these ideas are inseparably connects 
ed with that of the small farmer iu the 
South. 
The extent of this diversity of produc 
possible upon a single small farm in 
Georgia, for instance, and the certain 
process by which we find these diversi­ 
fied products presently creating de­ 
mands for the village library, the neigh­ 
borhood farmers1 club, the amateur 
Thespian society, the improvement of 
the public schools, the village orchestra, 
all manner of betterments and gentili­ 
ties and openings out into the universe, 
show significantly, and even pictur­ 
esquely, in a mass of clippings which I 
began to make a couple of years ago, 
from a number of country papers in 
Georgia, upon the idea that these un­ 
considered trifles of mere farmers1 
neighborhood news, with no politics 
behind them and no argumentative col­ 
oring in front of them, would form the 
best possible picture of actual small* 
farm life in the South—that is, of the 
New South. 
To read these simple and homely 
scraps is indeed much like a drive 
among the farms themselves with the 
ideal automaton guide, who confines 
himself to telling you that this field is 
sugar-cane, that one yonder is cotton, 
the other is rice, and so on, without 
troubling you for responsive exclama­ 
tion or other burdensome commentary. 
Rambling among these cuttings one 
sees growing side by side, possibly upon 
a single small farm, corn, wheat, rice, 
sugar-cane, cotton, peaches, plums, ap- 
les, pears, figs, water-melons, canta

that have been laid down or covered 
should bo fastened upon tho trellis be­ 
fore the buds start. 
Roll J elly Cake.—One cup sugar, 
three eggs, one cup flour, one teaspoon 
cream tartar, half teaspoon soda; beat 
whites aud yolks separate, add flour 
gradually; bake ou large drippers and 
when done turn on a cloth, spread with 
jelly, then roll. 
Coffee Cake. —One cup each sugar, 
molasses, butter; four cups flour, two 
cups seeded raisins, one cup strong 
coffee poured on butter; when cool, add 
sugar, etc., three eggs, one teaspoon 
each cloves, cinnamon, nutmeg, little 
citron, one teaspoon soda, half teaspoon 
cream tartar 
Sponge Cake.—Seven eggs, whitos 
and yelks together, three-quarters of a 
pouud of sugar dissolved in half a tum­ 
bler of water, let it melt and just come 
to a boil; half a pound of Hour, one tea­ 
spoonful of yeast powder, one teaspoon­ 
ful extract of lemon, beat eggs and 
sugar together until very light, then 
add the Hour. 
Cuf.f:se Omelet.—Butter the sides 
of a deep dish and cover with thin 
slices of rich cheese; sprinkle with pep­ 
per and mustard; lay over the cheese 
thin slices of buttered bread, then an­ 
other layer of cheese, aud season. Beat 
the yolk of an egg in a cup of milk and 
pour over tho dish, and put at once in­ 
to the oven; and bake until a light 
browu. 
It must be served at once. 
Furniture Polish.—For a polish to 
clean up and brighten old furniture, 
pianos, etc., dissolve four ounces orange 
shellac in one quart of ninety-five per 
cent, alcohol; to this add one quart of 
linseed oil and one pint of turpentine; 
when mixed add four ounces of sui 
phuric ether and four ounces of aqua 
ammonia; mix thoroughly and well be 
fore using. 
Apply with a cloth cr 
sponge, aud rub the surface to which it 
is applied until the polish appears. 
A correspondent of the Ohio Farmer 
states that excellent results attended 
the use of dry unleaehed wood ashes as 
a preventive of the ravages of cabbage 
worms. 
The ashes were thrown on top 
of each plant, pains being taken bv tilt1 
operator to jar the plant by hitting it 
with the foot, so as to shake the ashes 
dowu thoroughly between the leaves. 
Not only were the worms killed but 
“ the cabbage instead of taking hurt 
from the bountiful application started 
with new life aud energy.” 
Several 
weeks later it was found necessary to 
repeat the application. 
The result of 
the experiment was an unusually line 
crop. 
F or Tea D rinkers.—Tea-drinkers 
now-a-days will do well to apply the fol­ 
lowing simple test to the tea purchased 
of their grocers. 
Turn out the infused 
leaves, and if they are found of a good 
brown color, with fair substance, the 
tea xviii be wholesome; but if the leaves 
are black and of a rotten texture, with 
an oily appearance, the tea will not be 
lit to drink. The purer the tea the 
more the distinctively brown color of 
the leaf strikes the attention. 
The mix­ 
ing that is frequently adopted to reduce 
prices results in tho two kinds of 
le a v e s being supplied together. 
It is 
ini|)ortant to see that the leaves have 
the serrated or saw-like edges, without 
which no tea is genuine. 
Treatment for Scratches.—M. D. 
S., Pamlico County, N. C.: Scratches 
is caused by a diseased condition of the 
blood, together with a concurrent irri­ 
tation of the skin caused by exposure 
to wet or mud. It is dangerous to ap­ 
ply axle-grease to any diseased skin, 
as that may be very impure and cause 
a worse trouble. 
The proper remedy is 
to give a cooling purgative, as twelve 
ounces of epsom salts, to wash the logs 
with warm water and soap, and apply 
a mixture of four ounces of lard, one 
ounce of turpentine, and halt an ounco 
of verdigris (acetate of copper) well 
rubbed together, after wiping the legs 
dry with a soft cloth. 
After the salts 
have operated give one ounce of hypo­ 
sulphite of soda daily until the disease 
disappears.—N. Y. Times.

Brauks was just entering 
his house on the eve of town election 
day, when he was fired upon by one of a 
crowd with whom he had been drinking, 
No arrest was made, and the matter has 
since remained a mystery. Perhaps it is 
the remembrance of this murder that 
caused the moodiness which filially re­ 
sulted in murder. 
Another notorious murder for the 
commission of which no one was ever 
convicted was tho stabbing of a man 
named Connor, in a fight near the race, 
July 3, 1854.
